was devoted largely to the state con- 
stitution by the bouse of representa- 
tives, an-d when that body finished its 
deliberations arrangements b.ad been 
made to submit several propositions 
to the people of the state to amend 
ttte fundamental document, and pro- 
vision had been madf for the manner 
in which the propositions are to be 
submitted. 


The lirst amendment matter takes 


up was the Godfrey resolution, which 
was adopted in the senate several 
clays ago. This amendment provides 
for an amendment to the state consti- 
tution so that the governor will have 
the power of veto. The resolution 
was fin-ally adopted by a vote of 66 to 
35. 
The other amendment provided 


for 
is -the 
'Wirt resolution, which 


changes i.~e system of taxation. 
The 


powers of thp, legislature are limited 
more in the matter of taxation in Ohio 
than perhaps any other state in the 
Union, and it is held by many that 
this is a disadvantage to the commer- 
cial interests of the state. The reso- 
lution, which was adopted, provides 
that the legislature shall regulate the

sha!>, be uniform on the same classes 
of subjects. 


Then the house passed the Long- 


worth senate bill, which 
prescribes 


the manner of submitting constitu- 
•Uonal amondraents to the vote of the 
people. 
Under the provisions of the 


Long-worth bill, which is now a law, 
the two parties, in state convention, 
will adopt resolution for or against 
the amendment, which 
will become 


a part of the party ticket, so that 
every niaa who X'otes a straight ticket 
in-ill cither vote for w against the 
amendment, as ttie case might be. 
Then if he do«>.s not vote a straight 
ticket, he will have a chance to %'Ote 
far or against the amendment at any 
rate. 


Other 
bills passed in the 
house, 


were these: To repeal the old excise 
tax laws, which will be replaced by 
the Cole law; to permit a private cor- 
poration to hold stock in another pri- 
vate corporation; to provide for jus- 
tices of the peace in precin-cts of town- 
ships; to limit the number of working 
hours for penitentiary guards to 65 
hours per week. 


Foreign insurance companies doing 


a credit business will Ix; admitted to 
Ohio, as the Harding bill to this ef- 
fect passed the house and thereby be- 
comes a. law. The fight of these com- 
panies to get into Ohio has been car- 
ried on since IS39. Senator Archer's 
voting machine 1)171 was lost in the 
bouse. 


The appropriations bill for tie fiscal 


year 1903-1904 was introduced in the 
house, advanced to the second reading 
and referred to the finance committee. 
The measure makes 
appropriations 


amounting to $4,916,234, as against 
J4,9S2,000 for the same period two 
years ago. There are deep cuts made 
in the current expenses of several of 
the state institutions and increased 
expenditures permitted in some of the 
others. Several salaries are shaved, 
including the commissioner of sol- 
diers' claims, who will in the future 
receive f 1,800 
per year. 


As soon as it could be presented, a 


bili carrying all the items which had 
been eliminated from the origiEa.1 ap- 
nropriation WH was introduced. The 
rules were suspended and it passed. 
This carries an appropriation for the 
Howe history and 525,000 for the aic- 
Kinley memorial arch for Columbus. 


In the Senate. 


There -was a lively time in the sen- 


ate over the Harris bill, which was 
amcjided, torn to pieces, rebuilt and 
then seat to an ignominious defeat. 
The bill was intended to give subway 
or elevated railway companies the 
right of eminent domain through pub- 
,Sc and private property, and to per- 
mit, the granting of 99-year franchises. 


Other matters disposed of in the 


senate were these: To correct defects 


engineers' license law; to estab- 


lish a state board of embalniers exam- 


rsi- to provwie that taxpayers wUo 


bring suits to test the validity or bond 


Issues or contracts shall not receive 
attorney fees unless successful ia the 
suit.

April 7, to prosecute simultaneously 
in Chicago and the east a. more par- 
ticular examination into the allega- 
tions and proofs attributed to exist in 
support thereof. From their reports 
I am satisfied that sufficient evidence 
is in hand lipaa which bills in. equity 
for an injunction can be framed to 
restrain the combination mentioned 
from further proceedings under their 
agreements, which clearly appear to 
lie i:i restraint of interstate trade. 


"1 have t&crel'ore proceeded in com- 


pliance with the law, which provides: 
'It shall be the duty of the several dis- 
trict attorneys ot the Culled States 
ia their -respective districts, under the 
direction of ti« attorney general, to 
institute proceeding's in equity to pre- 
vent and restrain violations of this 
act,' to direct the district attorney at 
Chicago to prepare a bill for an in- 
junction against the corporations and 
persons who are parties to the combi- 
nation mentioned to be filed in the 
United States circuit court for the 
northern, district of Illinois."

Conduct of War In Philippines. 


Washington, April 25.—Mr. Rawlins 


(Utah) concluded his speech In the 
saaats in opposition to the Philippine 
government bill- A.-5 on previous days, 
he devoted much of his time to a con- 
sideration of the testimony taken be- 
fore the Philippine commission. He 
analyzed the testimony in connection 
with orders issued by the war depart- 
ment and by general officers in lie 
Philippines. He was particularly se- 
vere in his denunciation of General 
Chsffee, for the orders he had issued 
in carrying: out the policy of the gov- 
ernment. He declared, in conclusion, 
that the United States would reap a 
whirlwind ot misfortunes and disaster 
as a result of its policy in the Philip- 
pines. 


Chinese Exclusion Disagreement. 
Washington. April 25. — The con- 


ferees on the Chinese exclusion bill 
decided to report a disagreement to- 
each house. The point of difference is 
the date aa to when the Faw shall ex- 
tend, the house contending tor aa in- 
definite period and the senate being 
equally firm in insisting that the law 
shall not last beyond the life of the 
•treaty. The house conferees have 
held out at the earnest 'request of the 
California delegation, but it is believ- 
ed that when a further conference is 
held an agreement will b« reached. 
The senate conferees announced that 
a canvass of the senate showed that 
body would not yleM on this point.
